The Religious Rite Administered 


to Two Men in Chains, 


In the Presence of an Armed Guard, 


. 
Commanded by the Sheriff.. , 


Convicted of Murder, They Professed Re- 


pentance and Begged to Have Their 


Sins Washed Away—Over 4,OOO 


Witnessed tbe Ceremony. 


MUKPHYBBORO, 111., May 30.—A novel 


baptism by immersion in the Big Mud- 
dy attracted over 4,000 people to the 
river "bank. ' There were only two can- 
didates, but they were in chains, and 
the solemn ceremony was held in the 
presence of an armed guard in com- 
mand of the sheriff. The two repent- 
ant sinners seeking forgiveness were 
Jeffreys and Henderson, convicted of 
murder, and unless the governor shall 
interfere they will be hanged May 31. 
The men have professed repentance 
and a request to be baptized was grant- 
ed by the sheriff. 


The prisoners were driven, to mid- 


stream. 
There were two sets of 


shackles, one on their feet and one set 
chaining the hands to each other. Rev. 
Mr. McBride and Rev. Mr. Bagwell, 
Baptist evangelists, waded out in the 
stream, while Rev. Mr. Gordon and his 
choir sang a hymn on shore. 


Jeffreys first stepped from the car- 


riage into the stream and was baptized. 
Then Jeffreys and Henderson, in clank- 
ing chains, but with cleanly shaven 
faces and serene countenances, stepped 
in and knelt. 
One preacher took hold 


of each shackled man and in loud voice 
said: "Upon profession of thy faith, 
my brethren, and in obedience to the 
command of my Heavenly Father, I 
baptize thee, in the name of the Fath- 
er, Son and Holy Ghost." 


Both converts went under and came 


up together. Then, still in chains, 
they crawled into their carriage be- 
tween the officers and were hurriedly 
driven back to their quarters in jail. 
They spoke no word during the cere- 
mony except to the ministers, 


Many expected an attempt to escape, 


or a rescue, but the sheriff stood on 
the carriage front, surrounded by a 
well armed 
posse, and 
everything 


passed off quietly.

GOLD IN THE EAST. 


Prof. Becker, of tbe United States Geolog- 


ical Survey, Finds a Sprinkling of tlie 
Yellow Stuff. 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—Prof. George 


F. Becker, of the United States geo- 
logical survey, has recently, made a 
reconrioisance of the gold fields of the 
southern 
Appalachian 
mountains, 


which -will soon be published by the 
government as a part of Dr. Day's an- 
nual report on the mineral resources. 


Mr. Becker's report will also contain 


a chapter on the gold fields of the Brit- 
ish maritime provinces and the Green 
mountains, so that it will be quite a 
comprehensive view of the gold re- 
sources of those parts of North Amer- 
ica. 
The portion of the report devoted 


to the gold deposits of the northeast 
dwells at some length on the mines of 
Nova Scotia. It also mentions that 
gold has been found at Baileyville, Me., 
and says there are rumors of its oc- 
currence in other parts of that state, 
but Mr. Becker adds that so far as he 
has been able to ascertain the deposits 
are so vague as; to be. of no determin- 
able value. He also mentions and 
briefly describes the auriferous dis- 
tricts in the valley of the Chandiereand 
at Little Ditton, in Quebec, both near 
the Maine line, as well as those on the 
Connecticut river in New Hamshire 
and Vermont. 
In New York state 


some gold has been discovered and in 
one instance an assay of 54 was ob- 
tained from a piece of quartz found in 
the northern part of Manhattan is- 
land. Float gold has been found all 
along the Green mountains in Ver- 
mont, mostly to the eastward of the 
crest in a belt ten to twenty miles 
wide. Mr. Becker thinks the deposits 
of the New England states are trace- 
able to the same geological age as 
those of the Canadian maratime pro- 
vinces. 


SCARCITY OF SOIL EXPERTS. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.— The agricul- 


tural department is experiencing great 
difficulty in securing employes compe- 
tent to conduct the official soil investi- 
gations. For some time Secretary Mor- 
ton has been endeavoring to secure 
men trained for the purpose, but few 
candidates have appeared, and the 
civil service examinations have not re- 
sulted satisfactory to the department. 
An official publication reviews this dif- 
ficulty and urges more general training 
for the field in the future. It advocates 
special work on this line in educational 
institutions. 


SI10HT COFFEE CHOP. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The coffee 


crop of South and Central America 
this year will be about 10 per cent. 
short of the crop last year, according 
to statistics received here. The Brazil- 
ian crop last season was 7,100,000 bags 
and the new crop is estimated at con- 
siderably less. The Mexican and Cen- 
tral American crops are increasing 
yearly. 
The world's consumption of 


coffee last year was 11,357,250 bags, of 
which the linked States was first as a 
consumer and Brazil first as a producer.
